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Message from the National President

To our Illinois sisters we owe a 
debt of gratitude for their most 
efficient management and their fine 
spirit in bearing the chief burden 
of work at our recent convention 


in Chicago. For beauty, sump- 
tuous appointments, hospitable 
spirit, and cordial codperation, 
none of our previous conventions 
has excelled this, and we offer to 
Dr. Messenger and her other 
Illinois members our hearty thanks 
for their assistance in making the 
1937 National convention a notable 
success.

port which follows, the National 
Program of Work adopted. This 
should be a part of next year’s 
program of each State and each 
chapter. Be sure to use this in 
making next year’s yearbooks. 
The following is the report which 
I made at the National convention, 
exclusive of one or two sugges- 


tions offered for discussion, which 
I did not recommend and which 
were not adopted: 


REPORT OF THE NATIONAL 
PRESIDENT 


1. Unfinished Business of the 
Preceding Year. Our Constitution 
makes it necessary that each new 





president, in her first year, shall 
carry out the plans of her prede- 
cessor. Each must follow the pro- 
gram of work adopted at the con- 
vention at which she is elected. In 
my opinion our Founders acted 
wisely in this provision of the 
Constitution. It provides for a de- 
sirable degree of continuity in 
our work, and any National Presi- 
dent needs a year of experience 
with the problems of our organi- 
zation and the difficulties of di- 
recting a large National organi- 
zation, before formulating plans 
for a year’s activities. 

(a) One of the recommenda- 
tions of my predecessor, Mrs. 
Norma Smith Bristow, was that 
each chapter should plan its work 
in the fall, should adhere more 
closely to the programs of work 
adopted by National and State or- 
ganization, and should present to 
its members the plans of chapter 
activities in the form of a year- 
book. The chapter that makes no 
definite plans for regular meetings, 
and that does not carry out these 
plans, in spite of difficulties, is, as 
a rule, more or less dead. But 
chapters, at times, while enthusi- 
astic in the beginning, lose interest 
through lack of knowledge as to 
how to proceed. It should be the 
responsibility of each State Presi- 
dent to advise with each chapter 
president early in the month of 
September, to make sure that each 
has a copy of the National pro- 
gram of work, and a copy of the 
State program of work. She should 
direct her chapter presidents to the 
provisions of the Constitution in 
regard to the work of chapters. 
She should suggest to the chapter 
president that she call a meeting 
of her chapter in September, that 
she select the meeting dates for 
the year, in consultation with the 
members, and that she then im- 
mediately work out her program in 
consultation with her program 
committee. By the end of the first 
week of October the yearbook 
should be in the hands of her 
members. She should, not later 
than October 15, get a report from 
each chapter president, as_ to 
whether her program of meetings 
has been made, and the yearbook 
prepared. She should require that 
a copy of the yearbook be sent 
for her own files, a copy sent to the 
National President, and a copy 
transmitted to the Editor of the 
Bulletin. Each year’s program for 
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a chapter should include both reg- 
ular work and social affairs, such 
as luncheons and banquets. Each 
should feature a birthday luncheon 
or banquet, and each should in- 
clude a celebration of Founders’ 
Day, held in the month of May. 
While I cannot too heartily com- 
mend the excellent programs and 
the beautiful yearbooks which in 
many cases I have received, I am 
sorry to report the fact that I have 
received yearbooks from but a 
small proportion of the 108 chap- 
-ters with which we began in the 
fall of 1936. Moreover, those who 
read the reports of chapter activi- 
ties as published in the Bulletin 
cannot fail to see that some chap- 
ters are having too many programs 
of the nature of a literary society 
and are disregarding the adopted 
programs. We do not desire that 
all programs, or all yearbooks, shall 
be alike. Chapters must have some 
liberty in working out original 
ideas. But, on the other hand,’ 
Delta. Kappa Gamma desires that 
a certain general pattern, adopted 
at our State and National conven- 
tions each year, shall be observed 
in these meetings; for it is in the 
chapters that our most important 
work is done. I, therefore, recom- 
mend that each Founder, in organ- 
- izing a chapter, shall follow up her 
work with the chapter by instruc- 
tion and advice as to its program; 
and that the duty be placed upon 
each State President, of taking 
up with her chapter presidents 
regularly, each September, the 
matter of chapter programs and 
yearbooks, and of ascertaining 
what plans have been made. 

(b) Our past President recom- 
mended the discontinuance of our 
various mimeographed materials, 
and the publication of a Handbook 
on Policies, Rulings, and Customs. 
Accordingly, last fall I requested 
the Executive Secretary, Dr. Annie 
Webb Blanton, to collect all ma-_ 
terials of this nature which we 
have used in the past and turn 
such materials over to Dr. Clara 
M. Parker, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Publications, whom I re- 
quested to edit such a Handbook. 
This has been completed by Dr. 
Parker in clear and most attrac- 
tive form, and fifteen copies of this 
have been sent, without charge, to 
each State organization and each 
chapter. One copy has been sent, 
without charge, to each National 
officer, each National Founder, 





and each State Founder. The price 
of this bulletin has been fixed at 
15 cents to members desiring to 
purchase individual copies. Ac- 
cording to'a ruling adopted last 
year, any profits on any of our 
publications, resulting from the 
sale of such publications, go to 
the National Scholarship Fund. 

I recommend approval of this 
plan of distributing this Hand- 
book, approval of the price, and a 
vote of thanks to Dr. Parker for 
her very fine work in editing this 
Handbook. 

(Note: Not only was the vote 
of thanks given, but Dr. Parker 
was presented with a beautiful 
antique brooch.) 

(c) Our past President recom- 
mended a study of materials in 
use, with revisions from time to 
time as new supplies are ordered. 

Accordingly, the following ma- 
terials have been studied and im- 
proved: 

(1) The Key Permit has been 
made clearer. Our supply of Key 
Permits during the year has, at 
my request, been furnished to Del- 
ta Kappa Gamma, free of charge, 
by the L. G. Balfour Company. 

(2) The Order Blank has been 
twice revised, in order to eliminate 
lists of supplies discontinued. 

(3) The Individual Membership 
Certificate has been revised (1) in 
order to secure a certificate of a 
size more convenient than that 
used in the past, and (2) in order 
to give a form in which there would 
be no necessity of striking out 
words. 

(4) The invitation blank has 
been improved also in order to 
eliminate the necessity of striking 
out words. 

It has been suggested that indi- 
vidual records of members can be 
kept and can be transmitted more 
conveniently if printed on sheets 
of paper instead of cards. I recom- 
mend that, when our present sup- 
ply of cards is exhausted, this type 
of record be tried. It would prob- 
ably cost less, and would require 
less postage. 

I also recommend that the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary be instructed to 
study all of the materials which we 
use, and, as new supplies become 
necessary, to make such improve- 
ments as may seem desirable, these 
changes to be submitted to the 
President for approval before re- 
printing. 

(d) While we have in the past 


given achievement awards, after 
the award, the actual sending of 
the gift has never been attended 
to promptly. At present, last 
year’s award has not yet been sent 
to Mrs. Norma Smith Bristow. It 
should be the duty of some definite 
person to see to this matter each 
year. I supposed that the last ad- 
ministration would attend to this; 
I learned only a few days ago that 
the award had not been sent. 

Mrs. Bristow has suggested that 
the award be some definite symbol 
or pin which would be alike for all 
who win the award; namely, some- 
thing the winner can wear, recog- 
nizable by all members. To get 
these matters before you for defi- 
nite discussion, I make the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

(1) That it be made the duty 
of the National Executive Secre- 
tary to see that the award is ready 
for the winner, each year, so that 
it can be presented at the National 
Convention, or sent to the winner 
immediately, if she be not present; 
(2) that the award be a Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma bracelet, to cost about 
$15.00; the design. to be the same 
or as nearly like it as possible, as 
that now possessed by Dr. Annie 
Webb Blanton, to whom the first 
award was made; that Dr. Blanton 
be charged with the matter of see- 
ing, each year, that the bracelet is 
ready, and is brought to the con- 
vention; that it later be engraved 
inside with the winner’s name and 
the words Achievement Award; 
that those who have previously 
had the award be permitted to pay 
the $9.25, cost of the ring, and re- 
ceive the bracelet if they so de- 
sire, in order that all may wear 
the same symbol of award. 

While in the past we have set 
the ring as the award, other mem- 
bers wear this ring; it is there- 
fore not a distinctive symbol. We 
can request the Balfour Company 
to sell this style of bracelet to our 
members for this purpose only. 

(Note: The bracelet alluded to 
was plated. As a solid gold bracelet 
of this type would cost $45.00, an 
effort will be made to get a dis- 
tinctive pin for the purpose.) 

(e) Our past President recom- 
mended that we print a Directory 
every other year, beginning last 
fall. As members protested against 
printing a Directory the year chap- 
ter presidents are not changed, I 
submitted to the Executive Board 
the question as to whether we 
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should begin the printing of a bi- 
ennial Directory in the even-num- 
bered or the odd-numbered years. 
The result of the vote was to fix 
the year of printing a biennial 
Directory as the odd-numbered 
years. Unless there is objection, I 
shall request the Executive Sec- 
retary to take charge of the com- 
pilation and the printing of this 
Directory, because she is more fa- 
miliar with the correct names of 
members than is any one other 
person. 


I recommend (1) that each 
State President be requested to se- 
cure from the chapters in her State, 
their lists, arranged in a uniform 
style selected by the Executive 
Secretary; (2) that the State Pres- 
ident arrange in the same style the 
list of all State members and 
Founders who are not chapter 
members, and transmit these chap- 
ter and State lists to the Executive 
Secretary; (3) that active and as- 
sociate members who have not paid 
the dues and fees for 1936-37 be 
not included on the chapter or 
State lists; and (4) that October 
1st be set as the date by which such 
lists must be sent to the Executive 
Secretary. In adopting this, the 
Board added the provision that 
each member’s present position be 
listed in the Directory. 

(f) The past President recom- 
mended that a committee be ap- 
pointed to ascertain the cost at 
which well bound copies of the 
Constitution might be obtained, 
these to be bound in with addi- 
tional sheets of paper for initiates’ 
signatures in initiations. Accord- 
ingly, I requested Dr. Parker, 
Chairman of the Publications Com- 
mittee, to make inquiries of sev- 
eral firms and to publish in the 
Handbook the best prices she was 
able to secure. This was, accord- 
ingly, done. 

In this connection, I recommend 
that the Editor of the Bulletin be 
requested to make inquiries as to 
prices for binding volumes of the 
Bulletin, in two different styles, 
and that the best prices obtainable 
for such work be published in the 
Bulletin. To facilitate use of the 
Bulletin in study of Delta Kappa 
Gamma matters, and to preserve 
the files, I suggest that this Board 
recommend that each State organi- 
zation and each chapter, have 
bound copies made, of each volume 
of the Bulletin and place these in 
their respective record boxes. 


(2) Activities in Organization 
and at Delta Kappa Gamma Meet- 
ings. In so far as my school duties 
and the constant demands of Delta 
Kappa Gamma _ correspondence 
have permitted, I have continued 
the work of organization in new 
states. On November 28, I formed 
the state organization of Georgia 
at Atlanta. Georgia is the Psi 
State. On March 24, I completed 
the state organization of Kentucky 
at Louisville. Kentucky, now our 
infant state, is the twenty-seventh; 
or Alpha Gamma State. Including 
the five states organized by Dr. 
Blanton since October 1, 1936, the 
beginning of our new year, we 
have acquired seven new states in 
less than eight months. I am con- 
tinuing work on the organization 
of South Carolina and Utah, and 
am making progress in both states. 

I have, during the year, so far, 
attended the following meetings: 
(1) a regional conference in Aus- 
tin; (2) an initiation of the Alpha 
Iota Chapter of Rosenberg, Texas; 
(3) an initiation of the Omicron 
Chapter, in Galveston, Texas; (4) 
a luncheon of the Beta Eta Chap- 
ter at Goose Creek, Texas; (5) a 
meeting of the Beta Omicron Chap- 
ter at Houston, in which I ex- 
plained the Retirement amend- 
ment; (6) I held an initiation at a 
joint meeting of the Gamma and 
Beta Omicron Chapters of Hous- 
ton, Texas; (7) I attended a Na- 
tional meeting of Delta Kappa 
Gamma held at New Orleans in 
February, during the session of 
the National Department of Su- 
perintendence. 


My study of the need of both 
chapters and states has convinced 
me that, as soon as we are able to 
finance such a plan, we should ar- 
range for a National officer to visit 
each chapter once a year. So far, 
we have managed such visits chiefly 
when state or chapter organiza- 
tions were in urgent need of as- 
sistance. 

I recommend that the February 
meeting of the Department of Su- 
perintendence of the National Edu- 
cation Association be set as one 
of the regular times for a National 
Conference of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma, and that the President be in- 
structed to make such plans for 
this as she may consider. most ad- 
vantageous. I also recommend that 
at other National educational meet- 
ings of various types, attended by 
teachers from over a wide region, 


our members in the hostess city 
be requested, wherever possible, to 
arrange for a Delta Kappa Gamma 
luncheon or banquet, each member 
to defray cost of her own plate 
and the tip, this to be included in 
the cost of the ticket. 

3. Program of Work. With the 
idea that each year’s annual pro- 
gram of work should continue 
studies already made until they are 
fairly well completed, I am recom- 
mending the following as our offi- 
cial Program of Work, for the 
school year of 1937-38: 

(a) The Improvement of Edu- 
cation —Its Interpretations for 
Democracy. Our study of this sub- 
ject should be definite. I, there- 
fore, recommend that we use as 
the basis of this study the Fif- 
teenth Yearbook of the Depart- 
ment of Superintendence, which 
bears this title. This book is priced 
at $2.00, and may be purchased 
from the National Education Asso- 
ciation, 1201 Sixteenth Street, 
Northwest, Washington, D. C. 

(b) The Study of Financing 
Public Education. I recommend 
a recent pamphlet on this subject, 
the Research Bulletin of the Na- 
tional Education Association, Vol. 
XV, No. 1, January, 1937. These 
bulletins can usually be obtained 
at 50 cents per copy. 

These two volumes will be most 
helpful as bases of discussion, and 
will give definiteness to our studies. 

3. The forming of scholarships 
for advanced study, for women 
teachers, is one of the most impor- 
tant purposes of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma. We have fixed as our goal ofa 
National Scholarship, $20,000.00. 
While we shall amass this and 
other scholarships in the course 
of time, it would be of great bene- 
fit to all of us, if we could hasten 
the completion of our first National 
Scholarship. I, therefore, recom- 
mend as part of our program of 
work a drive in 1937-38 to increase 
the National Scholarship Fund. I 
recommend that plans for the drive 
be made by the National President, 
in conference with members of the 
National Board, and that each 
chapter be requested to raise for 
the National Scholarship Fund, a 
sum, in addition to the regular 
fees, equal to $1.00 per member, 
the chapter to follow its own plan 
for raising such fund. This should 
be advisory, but not compulsory. 

4. Care of Records and Mate- 
rials. Reports have come to me of 
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both states and chapters that have 
lost valuable materials which 
should have been carefully guard- 
ed as property of the whole or- 
ganization. We took, last year, an 
important step in making the pres- 
ident the record keeper. The Presi- 
dent, the Treasurer, the Recording 
Secretary, the Executive Secre- 
tary, if there be one, all have im- 
portant records. In order to pre- 
serve these and to insure their 
prompt transmission to successors, 
I recommend the following ruling: 

That the term of office of any 
officer of Delta Kappa Gamma, 
National, State, or chapter, shall 
end with the meeting at which her 
successor is selected. Unless longer 
time be requested, such officer shall 
transmit to her successor all rec- 
ords and properties of Delta Kappa 
Gamma which have been in her 
charge, within a period of one 
month after the close of such meet- 
ing. If good reason for further 
delay exists, requests for a definite 
extension of time may be made of 
the executive board of the organi- 
zation ; such request shall be grant- 
ed only for causes of urgent ne- 
cessity. 

5. Aid in Organization. It ap- 
pears to be a sort of custom for 
the National Organization to rely 
upon the President and the Ex- 
ecutive Secretary to do all the work 
of extending our organization into 
new states and for the state organ- 
izations to rely chiefly upon their 
presidents to form new chapters. 
These very much overworked offi- 
cers sadly need the help of all of 
our members. The policy of Delta 
Kappa Gamma as set forth in its 
Constitution is to organize new 
states and form new chapters, as 
rapidly as may be consistent with 
securing well qualified members. In 
the interest of carrying out these 
policies, I make the following rec- 
ommendations: 

(a) That the National President 
at least once per year suggest to 
each National Founder that she 
undertake to organize at least one 
state or to form at least one chap- 
ter. 

(b) That each State President, 
at least once each year, suggest to 
each State Founder that she un- 
dertake to form a chapter within 
the state. 

(c) That each chapter president 
at two meetings each year, request 
each member to recommend for 
membership one or more friends in 


states where we have no chapters, 
and that she collect such recom- 
mendations then and there, and 
= them to the National Presi- 
ent. 


(d) That each chapter presi- 


dent, at the same time, request 
each member to recommend for 
membership, friends in parts of 
her own state having no chapters, 
and that she send such recommen- 
dations to her own state president. 

This help of all in expansion 
work is at present poorly given. 
This plan was endorsed by the 
National Board and the, conven- 
tion, and I hope that it will be 
followed. 

6. The Serious Nature of Delta 
Kappa Gamma Vows. The Delta 
Kappa Gamma Society intends 
that all members shall keep and 
hold sacred the vows taken in initi- 
ation. The signing of the Constitu- 
tion in initiation is intended to be 
an endorsement of the Constitu- 
tion by the member affixing her 
signature. There is a certain pro- 
tection to the whole organization 
in placing this in writing. 

I recommend, therefore, that 
hereafter the page upon which the 
initiate signs her name have af- 
fixed at the top this sentence: 

“T hereby agree to abide by the 
provisions of this Constitution.” 

7. Distribution of Materials. We 
have, this year, been trying out 
the following plan of distributing 
materials: 

(a) Regular orders, not of an 
emergency nature, have been sent 
out from Headquarters directly to 
State and Chapter Presidents and 
Founders. 

(b) State Presidents have been 
requested to order supplies to fill 
emergency orders from their own 
members. 

Such a plan is less expensive in 
the end than having chapters or- 
der all supplies through the State 
President. 

I judge from letters which have 
been received that this is the most 
satisfactory plan that we have 
tried. I therefore recommend that 
it be continued. 

8. Goals in Organization. We 
have, in practically all of our states, 
large cities which should have sev- 
eral chapters of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma. We have several states in 
which little or no progress has 
been made since the first organi- 
zation. In a few states our organ- 
izations have taken on an exclu- 


siveness which prevents progress. 
We cannot fully accomplish the 
purposes of our organization with- 
out, in each case, seeking our quota, 
and enlisting, in each chapter and 
each state, a full quota of those 
qualified to become members. I, 
therefore, suggest, for your ap- 
proval or modification, the follow- 
ing proposals for expansion: 


(a) Each state under two years 
old shall be requested to try to or- 
ganize three new chapters next 
year. 

(b) Each state two years old 
or more, if it has not reached its 
quota, shall be requested to en- 
deavor to organize five new chap- 
ters each year. 

(c) Each State President shall 
be requested to ascertain the quota 
of active and associate members 
of each chapter in her state, to 
inform the chapter as to its quota, 
and urge it to seek that quota. 

(d) In states where no progress 
has been made for a year, the Na- 
tional President shall undertake to 
ascertain the cause, and, if neces- 
sary, to effect a reorganization, 
and give assistance to the Found- 
ers. 

(e) The National organization 
shall set as-2 goa! for next -eazs- 

~ eight new states. 

9. The Delta Kappa Gamma 
Bulletin. I am sure, from your own 
expressions, that all of you enjoy 
and appreciate the Delta Kappa 
Gamma Bulletin. We believe that 
our Editor is performing a valu- 
able service in uniting all of us 
for Delta Kappa Gamma, and en- 
abling us to keep up with fraternity 
affairs. But we sometimes forget 
that the ‘Editor is like the rest of 
us, a busy teacher, who can give to 
the work only the time that she 
can take from school duties. I, 
therefore, make the following rec- 
ommendations as to the Bulletin: 

(a) That we allow it a budget 
sufficient to provide copies for all 
members and a file for each organ- 
ization. 

(b) That in sending in materi- 
als we try to follow the forms 
which the editor requests us to 
follow. 

(c) That we all patronize the 
dealers who advertise in the Bul- 
letin, so that they will continue 
this help. 

(d) That each state and each 
chapter make an earnest effort to 
secure for the Bulletin one adver- 
tisement each year, 
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The recommendations offered in 
the foregoing report were adopted 
by the Board and approved by the 
convention. Members and officers 
are requested to read them care- 
fully and carry them out in next 
year’s activities. 

By vote of the Executive Board 
it was decided to hold the National 
Convention of 1938 at Denver, 
Colorado, on the first Friday and 
Saturday in June. 

It is very desirable that we shall 
publish our new Directory early 
in the fall. I shall request Dr. 
Blanton to send full information 
about this to all state and chapter 
presidents about the first of Sep- 
tember. Do not prepare the lists 
now, as they must contain the ad- 
dresses of your members next fall, 
and many may move by that time. 
But all members should be request- 
ed now to send their addresses to 
their chapter presidents (or state 
presidents if they are state mem- 
bers), not later than the first week 
of September. 

Please note that the time set in 
the Constitution for chapter elec- 
tions is May or September. Some 
chapters seem to be violating the 
Constitution by holding this elec- 
tion whenever they choose. Each 
chapter should take a vote as to 
whether to hold its election in May 
or September. If the chapter offi- 
cers have served less than a year, 
the chapter does not hold an elec- 
tion this year; the same officers 
continue in office until 1939. The 
present president is required, as 
soon as new Officers are elected, to 
send a list of the names and ad- 
dresses of the chapter officers to 
her State president, to the National 
president, and to the Editor of 
the Bulletin. 

The Board ruled that the proper 
name for members of Delta Kappa 
Gamma is Delta Kappa Gammas. 

An important matter discussed 
by the National Board was a situ- 
ation in some of our states in which 
chapters have been formed over an 
indefinite territory in such a way 
as to make it difficult for the 
chapters to hold regular meetings. 
It was held by the Board that such 
a situation is defensible only in 
cases of sparsely settled territory. 
If you will read Section 7 of Article 
III of the Constitution (page 3), 
you will find that the territory of 
a chapter may be a city or a whole 
county. It may have as its terri- 


tory a group of counties only when 
the counties are sparsely settled. 
In some cases the states spread 
their membership at first by get- 
ting state members from a widely 
scattered territory. This is per- 
missible as a temporary measure, 
but such states should, as soon as 
possible, form chapters each with 
the proper territory. 

What is a chapter to do with 
members properly belonging in 
other territory—in another coun- 
ty or another city? See Section 
18 of the Constitution (page 6). 
Such members may choose whether 
to remain with the chapter of their 
first choice, or to transfer to one 
formed in their place of residence. 
But if they. choose the former they 
must not use non-residence as an 
excuse for non-attendance at chap- 
ter meetings. In very large cities, 
chapters, as a rule, should not ex- 
ceed 100 members. Several chap- 
ters may be formed in the same 
city. This has been done in sev- 
eral cities. 

Section 9 of Article III (pages 
3 and 4), should be carefully read 
by chapters situated in a town 
which is the seat of a teacher- 
training college. Often very de- 
sirable members attend the sum- 
mer sessions of the college. This 
is an opportunity for such chapters 
to secure capable members who 
may be very helpful in expanding 
Delta Kappa Gamma in the State. 

What are Founders to do who 
fear to make enemies if they choose 
among their acquaintances in 
forming chapters? Where such a 
situation arises they can send the 
list of members whom they wish 
invited to National Headquarters, 
and the new members will be in- 
vited by the National organiza- 
tion. This is done only for the 
first few chapters. After that, the 
organization should be able to 
stand on its own feet. Experience 
of both plans, however, has shown 
that it is usually best for the local 
group to select, invite, and initiate 
their own members. Jealousy and 
even ridicule has to be faced at 
times, but Delta Kappa Gamma 
has never required long to win its

years has proved. 

The resignation of Miss Jennie 
Wahlert of St. Louis, as National 
First Vice-President, was regret- 
fully received; Mrs. Grace Barde- 
lon Agate of Lafayette, Louisiana, 
was appointed to fill the vacancy 
until the next regular election of 
National officers. 

The term of Miss Lillian Cum- 
mings as a member of the Commit- 
tee on the Bulletin having expired, 
Miss Birdie Adams of New Mex- 
ico was elected by the Executive 
Board to a seven-year term on this 
committee; her term will expire 
in 1944.

REPORTS OF NATIONAL 
COMMITTEES 

The Editor was unable to secure 
from the President reports of all 
the National Committees. The re- 
port of the National Treasurer will 
be published in the November is- 
sue, since it is at present neces- 
sarily incomplete, the fiscal year 
ending September 30. The finan- 
cial report of the Editor of the 
Bulletin will also appear in that 
issue, since finances for Volume III 
of the Bulletin cannot be estimated 
until after the June issue is pub- 
lished and collections have been 
made and bills paid. We shall pub- 
lish in this issue all other National 
reports that could be secured be- 
fore the Bulletin went to press. 
The Bulletin will publish all the 
remaining reports of National 
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Committees, if the respective 
chairmen will send in copies. The 
Editor recommends that, in future, 
reports of National Committees be 
made in triplicate—one copy for 
the President, one for the Record- 
ing Secretary, and one for the 
Bulletin. 





REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE CONSTITUTION 


The Committee on Constitution 
reported that the supply of the 
Constitution and By-Laws is en- 
tirely exhausted. It was ordered 
that a new supply be printed, to be 
ready by the first of September. 

The committee reported that the 
proposed amendment had carried 
almost unanimously, there having 
been only one negative vote. The 
following is the text of the amend- 
ment: 

Amend Section 7, Article VI, of 
the Constitution, by adding the fol- 
lowing at the close of this article: 
“The Treasurer shall be selected 
by the Executive Board of the or- 
ganization, whether it be a chapter, 
a State organization, or the Na- 
tional organization. The Executive 
Board shall have the authority to 
select this officer for indefinite 
tenure, during satisfaction, or to 
fix her term of office for any pe- 
riod satisfactory to the Executive 
Board. The Executive Board of 
the State organizations, or of the 
National organization, shall have 
the authority to employ such officer 
with or without salary, to pay such 
salary for the work of the Treas- 
urer as it may deem desirable and 
expedient within the resources of 
the organization; and, if it may 
deem such action desirable, to 
combine this office with that of 
Executive Secretary. In case of 
such combination, the officer shall 
be called the Executive Secretary- 
Treasurer.” 

Also amend Section 1, Article 
VII, of the Constitution, by add- 
ing after this sentence on page 13: 
“The Executive Board of a State 
organization or of the National or- 
ganization, shall have the authority 
to employ an Executive Secretary” 
the words, “and a Treasurer’; 
this will be followed by the words 
at present in this section, “with or 
without salary, and to fix the sal- 
ary and the term of office of such 
officers.” There will be added after 
the word “officers” the following 
sentence: “The Executive Board of 


a State organization or of the Na- 
tional organization shall have the 
authority, if it deems such action 
desirable, to combine the offices of 
Executive Secretary and Treas- 
urer, and to employ an Executive 
Secretary-Treasurer, who will per- 
form the duties of both offices as 
defined in the Constitution and as 
may be further prescribed by the 
Executive Board.” The remainder 
of Section 1, of Article VII, will 
remain as it is at present. This will 
also require an amendment of the 
By-Laws, Section 2, of Article VI, 
page 30. This section will read as 
follows: “Section 2. No officers 
except a State Executive Secre- 
tary, and the National Executive 
Secretary, and except the Treas- 
urer of a chapter, of a State, or of 
the National organization, shall be 
eligible to hold the same office for 
more than two consecutive terms.” 

This amendment shall, in each 
case, take effect on the expiration 
of the term of office for which the 
present Treasurers have _ been 
elected.

REPORT OF THE NATIONAL 
EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


MADAM CHAIRMAN: 


I shall devote this report of my 
work as your Executive Secretary 
to three different types of services: 
(1) superintending the distribu- 
tion of Delta Kappa Gamma ma- 
terials, (2) organization of new 
states, and (3) correspondence of 
an advisory or informative nature. 

When, at our president’s request 
I undertook to manage the sending 
out of materials, I assumed charge 
of this work because I felt that the 
interests of Delta Kappa Gamma 
demanded that we establish perma- 
nent headquarters in a place to 
which all might look as a general 
source of materials—a sort of 
home from which our needs could 
be supplied regularly. I secured 
the assistance of a capable and 
careful woman who does this work 
at a rate of payment of 35 cents 
per hour. We have set as our ideal 
the idea of sending out each order 
within twenty-four hours after the 
order is received. In addition, I 
had, for several months, the free 
services of an N. Y. A. student. 
While materials have gone out with 
fair promptness, we have, at times 
been hampered by inability to get 
some of the materials without con- 
siderable delay. Moreover, it has 
been difficult to estimate the 
amount of supplies to be needed. 
As a rule our largest increase in 
membership occurs between the 
months of January and June. Each 
new state is becoming a center of 
organization and increase of mem- 
bership. We had, last year, eight 
new states, four of them at the 
close of the school session. We have, 
in the seven months since October 
1, organized seven new states, so 
have more than doubled the num- 
ber of states in which we had or- 
ganizations two years ago. 

I regret that I cannot give exact 
figures as to membership, as the 
proportion of chapter and state re- 
ports sent in was too small to use 
as a basis of accurate figures. Last 
year’s reports showed a 35% in- 
crease in membership over that of 
the preceding year. I made a cal- 
culation for this year based upon 
increases published in the Bulletin. 
The increase in the seven months 
indicates a percentage for the year 
equal to that of last year or great- 


er. I therefore recommend that 
in ordering supplies for next year 
the amounts ordered be based upon 
at least a 35% increase over what 
was used during this year. It costs 
less to order larger quantities at 
one time, and it facilitates prompt 
service. Moreover, the mailing cost 
is reduced when there are supplies 
on hand to send all of an order at 
one time. 

An inventory of supplies on hand 
shows the following. These should 
be taken into account in estimat- 
ing next year’s needs:

Materials that will be exhausted 
before the end of June are the Key 
Permits, Circulars of Information, 
Invitations, Constitutions, and In- 
dividual Membership Certificates 
and Life Certificates. The supply 
of sheet-music songs and song 
books is exhausted now. 

My work so far, in organiza- 
tion, has included the formation 
of state organizations in the fol- 
lowing new states: 


Kansas—At Wichita, on October 
17, with 16 Founders and 

7 state members. 
California—On November 26, at 
Los Angeles, with 16 
Founders, 14 State 
members, and the Al- 
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pha Chapter with 28 
additional members. 

Colorado—On November 28, at 
Denver, with 17 Found- 
ers and 13 State mem- 

bers. 
Pennsylvania—On January 23, at 
Philadelphia, with 
17 Founders and 
11 State members. 
Maryland—On January 30, at Bal- 
timore, with 16 Found- 
ers and 17 State mem- 

bers. 


In addition I held, on August 17, 
a regional meeting in Austin, Tex- 
as, at which I initiated ten Texas 
State members, and have, since 
that time, secured four more. 

At the request of Miss Eula Lee 
Carter, State President, I under- 
took the reorganization of the Beta 
Theta Chapter of Texas, which 
needed help. I secured for this 
chapter six new members, and it 
was reorganized on February 6. I 
attended its next meeting a month 
later, and found it enthusiastic and 
doing excellent work. 

In summary, there was a total 
of 191 new members as a result 
of my work in organization. I de- 
sire, however, to give credit to Dr. 
Veverka of Los Angeles for the 
Alpha Chapter of California, the 
first chapter that has been formed 
at the same time as its State or- 
ganization. 

I am now planning work in the 
following states: Connecticut, In- 
diana, Idaho, Michigan, Montana, 
Nevada, Ohio, and Wyoming. I 
earnestly solicit help from those of 
you who have friends in these 
states. You can greatly assist me 
by recommending well qualified 
women for membership. 

I have had on hand plans for 
the organization of six new chap- 
ters in Texas, and hope to complete 
some of these in the months of 
May and June. 

As our organization grows, the 
correspondence becomes increas- 
ingly heavy. Each new state and 
each new chapter needs guidance 
and help during its first year. As 
the allowance for _ stenographic 
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work is at present very small, I 
have been able to keep up with this 
work rather poorly, and have done 
even this only by writing about 
half of the letters longhand. As 
soon as our income will permit, the 
budget for stenographic work 
should be doubled. Our members 
should feel free to write to the 
President and the Executive Sec- 
retary for advice and help when- 
ever it is needed; but they seem 
often to feel apologetic, knowing 
that both are somewhat over- 
burdened. I do not apologize for 
having left some letters unan- 
swered too long, but I do regret 
the necessity. I feel that all have 
been most codperative in accepting 
delays in good spirit.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF 
THE BULLETIN 


MADAM CHAIRMAN: 


The Bulletin is completing its 
third year. An examination of its 
three volumes will show a healthy 
growth in size. 

The Bulletin is financed partly 
by paid space from chapter News 
Letters and excess space used by 
State Presidents, partly by an an- 
nual budget from the National 
Treasury, and partly by advertise- 
ments. To date it has never ex- 
ceeded the budget, though annual- 
ly some features might have been 
included had the budget been 
larger. 

There is one feature of the pub- 
lication each year which involves 
some unfairness. We have pub- 
lished an insufficient number of 
copies each year, to give copies of 
all of that year’s issues to members 
who join late in the year. We have 
added to the number printed each 
time enough copies to supply the 
number of members whom we had 
at the time; but we have not an- 
ticipated the number we might 
have at the close of the year. The 
members who join late in the year 
pay the same fees as others. They 
are as much entitled as other mem- 
bers to receive all of the year’s 
issue of the Bulletin; but we can- 
not send them what we do not pos- 
sess. I have not ordered a large 
number of copies in excess of pres- 





ent needs each time, because I op- 
erate on a fixed budget. 

The first point that I shall make 
is in regard to the disposal of such 
copies as we have now, and the 
second is as to a policy to be car- 
ried out in the future. 

The following copies remain of 
this year’s issues: 


November ...... 48 copies 
January ....... 102 copies 
Mareh ......3.: 244 copies 


We published the following is- 
sues: 


November ....4,000 copies 
January ..... 4,300 copies 
Maren ..:..... 4,500 copies 


The fact that we have so small a 
residue of copies of each issue is 
due to a constant increase of mem- 
bership. Lists in the Bulletin show 
an increase of about 700 new mem- 
bers in the seven months since 
October 1. This does not include 
several new chapters of which, so 
far, I have been unable to obtain 
lists. 

I recommend this as the Bulletin 
policy in regard to this situation: 

(1) That the Editor be instruct- 
ed to deposit in the National Rec- 
ord Box a bound copy of each vol- 
ume of the Bulletin. 


(2) That she be instructed to 
place in the permanent files of the 
Bulletin ten copies of each volume. 


(3) That she be instructed to set 
aside from each issue a copy each 
for all of the states in which we 
have no organizations, these to be 
kept for the state file of each state 
as it is organized. 

(4) That so far as the remaining 
copies of each issue will suffice, a 
chapter file be given to each chap- 
ter not possessing such a file, these 
to be sent in the order of requests 
made by the chapter for such a file. 

In the future, the Bulletin will 
become a most valuable Delta Kap- 
pa Gamma record. It is now of 
great use to members who take 
part on programs and to commit- 
tees in preparing reports. 

In order to provide a sufficient 
number of copies in the future, I 
recommend that the number con- 
tracted for at the beginning of 
each year shall be 1,000 in excess 
of the membership on September 1 
of that year, and that the budget 
be annually increased by the same 
per cent as the per cent of the in- 
crease of membership of the pre- 
ceding year. 

There is one feature of financing 
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the Bulletin upon which I have had 
very little assistance. If we could 
secure more advertisements we 
should be able to reduce the 
budget from National funds and 
the rates for chapter News Letters. 
Last year the plan was endorsed of 
requesting each state and each 
chapter to secure one advertise- 
ment per year for the Bulletin. 
So far, the following have given 
this assistance: Texas, the National 
President, Miss Bastian; the State 
President, Miss Carter; the Omi- 
cron Chapter, Galveston, Mrs. Sid- 
die Armstrong, president; the Al- 
pha Tau Chapter, Terrell, Miss 
Addie Mae Creecy, president; Miss 
Nell Lois Speir, Epsilon Chapter, 
Dallas; Illinois, the Palmer House 
advertisement; Lowisiana, Mrs. 
Grace Bardelon Agate, State Presi- 


- dent. 


I believe that this plan of help 
for the Bulletin by dividing up the 
work of securing advertisements 
can be carried out. But it can be 
done only if each State President 
will take up the matter with the 
chapters, and work out a plan for a 
definite issue with which each will 
help. 

Another point in regard to the 
Bulletin is that a few states and a 
few chapters utterly neglect the 
duty of making regular contribu- 
tions of messages and News Let- 
ters. In a few cases the chapters 
make so small a contribution that 
it should be called a News Note, 
rather than a News Letter. I rec- 
ommend that the duty of contribu- 
ting to the Bulletin regularly be 
taken up in the next State Conven- 
tion of each state, with a full dis- 
cussion. I believe that two points 
should be stressed in regard to con- 
tributions. (1) It is not a difficult 
undertaking to get up interesting 
news letters twice during the year. 
A chapter that has the privilege of 
reading news letters of other chap- 
ters is hardly playing fair when it 
gives others no news of its chap- 
ter. The same is true of messages 
from State Presidents. (2) Chap- 
ter and State Presidents should 
bear it in mind that their own 
members expect to see their organi- 
zation represented in the Bulletin, 
and that they are disappointed 
when no communication from it 
appears. 

An excellent plan for getting up 
a good letter is as follows: The 
president appoints one member of 
her committee in each locality or 


school of the chapter’s territory. 
Ten days before the time when the 
letter should be mailed, she re- 
minds each committee member to 
see all members of her locality or 
school and collect the news. The 
President then uses these reports 
and writes her news letter, or she 
appoints the best writer in her 
chapter to get up the letter, with 
these notes at hand. 

The Bulletin will improve in the 
future in proportion to the interest 
taken in it by all of our member- 
ship. I invite all members to send 
suggestions for changes and for 
new and interesting features. Some 
of you have done this during the 
past three years, and seen your 
suggestions adopted. Where they 
have been disregarded it has been 
because of increased cost, which 
we could not afford. 

As one issue of the Bulletin re- 
mains to be published, I ask your 
permission to publish the financial 
part of my report in the issue of 
next November. 

While the addressograph and 
plates have been somewhat expen- 
sive, we should remember that the 
addressograph is almost permanent 
equipment; we may expect it to 
last many years. The address 
plates are permanent equipment 
until we change our addresses. We 
shall not again be compelled to pro- 
vide an entirely new set of plates. 

In this connection I would say 
that until all receive the Bulletin 
regularly, it would be well for each 
chapter president to make inqui- 
ries at each chapter meeting as to 
which members have not received 
the Bulletin. It is useless to notify 
me that some members have not 
received the Bulletin. Definite in- 
formation should be sent: (1) 
Each member who has not received 
the Bulletin should notify me, give 
her correct address, and state what 
issues she has not received. (2) 
Whenever a member moves her 
residence, she should notify me 
of the change of address, and send 
a three-cent stamp to pay the cost 
of the change in address plate. (3) 
When new members are initiated, 
the State or chapter should send 
the address of each, with six cents 
per member to pay for the new ad- 
dress plates. 

In closing I desire to express to 
the entire fraternity my apprecia- 
tion of your help and codperation 
in publishing the Bulletin. I real- 
ize that you are all very busy peo- 


ple, and I desire to thank you for 
the time and thought which you 
have given to the contributions 
which have made the Bulletin a 
news-organ which all of us like to 
read.

THE SONG CONTEST 


This is not a report from the 
committee. The Editor is giving 
facts from her own notes, as she 
knows that all members desire to 
hear results without delay. 


The Song Contest was a disap- 
pointment in one respect: it did 
not give a large number of en- 
tries, thus furnishing abundant 
materials for our new song book. 
The quality of most of the songs 
was, however, gratifying. 

The prize for the best song, ex- 
pressing Delta Kappa Gamma 
ideals and sentiments, was award- 
ed to Mrs. Margaret Taylor Shep- 
ard, of Riverside, Illinois, presi- 
dent of the Illinois Iota Chapter. 
Not only was this song beautiful 
in melody and in content, but its 
author had won all hearts at the 
convention by her own loveliness, 
her wonderful voice, and her mar- 
velous skill as an accompanist. In 
all of the musical activities at the 
National Convention, she acted as 
accompanist, and showed herself 
most gracious and skillful. The 
announcement of this award was, 
therefore, greeted with double 
pleasure by all present. 

The prize for the best humorous 
Delta Kappa Gamma song was 
awarded for the song Convention . 
Greetings, by Dr. Cora M. Martin 
and Dr. Clara M. Parker of the 
Alpha Chapter, Austin, Texas. 
Dr. Martin is a National Founder, 
and one of the authors of the offi- 
cial Delta Kappa Gamma Song. 
Dr. Parker’s song, Our Call, won 
the first prize in the first National 
Song Contest in 1932. 

The prize for the largest collec- 
tion of good songs was awarded to 
Miss Ottie Huff of Birmingham, 
Alabama, newly elected State Pres- 
ident of the Alabama organization. 
Miss Huff is the writer of a num- 
ber of good songs used in the past 
by Delta Kappa Gamma, and this 
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announcement was received with 
gratification by all. 

Mrs. Edith Canterbury of the 
Gamma Chapter, Houston, Texas, 
received honorable mention for her 
song and music, Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma Marches Onward. In Song 
Book Number One, published in 
1932, Mrs. Canterbury had the 
largest number of songs of any 
one song writer. 

The words of the prize-winning 
songs will be found in the Poetry 
and Song Column of this issue. At 
this time we cannot afford the cuts 
for the music. 

The National President has sent 
all songs entered in this second 
song contest to Dr. Clara M. Park- 
er, chairman of the National Com- 
mittee on Publications, with the 
request that she use from Song 
Book Number One, the songs which 
should be continued, and with these 
use from the songs submitted in this 
second contest all good enough for 
the second book and compile Song 
Book Number Two. The supply of 
Song Book Number One is entirely 
exhausted; the new song book will 
replace it, and is expected to be 
ready by the first of September. 
The supply of the official, sheet- 
music, Delta Kappa Gamma Song 
is also exhausted. The National 
organization owns the plates, and 
will soon have a new supply print- 
ed. Our songs and song books are 
published from the National Schol- 
arship Fund, and a small profit 
from the sale of songs goes to this 
fund.

PIONEERS IN DELTA KAPPA 
GAMMA 


EULA LEE CARTER 
There appears on the first page 





of this issue of the Bulletin the. 


picture of Miss Eula Lee Carter, 
State President of Texas, winner 
of the National Achievement 
Award given at the Chicago con- 
vention of 1937. The only Texas 
member of the committee on the 
award was not present in Chicago, 
so this award was granted by mem- 
bers from states other than Texas. 

Eula Lee Carter began her serv- 
ices to Delta Kappa Gamma as 
first president of the Delta Chap- 
ter, Fort Worth, Texas. In the first 
days of our existence, expansion 
was difficult, but the Delta Chapter, 
under her leadership, soon ac- 
quired a prestige which rendered 


it able to choose its one-tenth and 
have its “bids” eagerly accepted. 

For a state president to follow 
Mamie Bastian, capable, beloved, 
loyal, fun-loving, energetic, was no 
easy undertaking; but Eula Lee 
Carter soon won her own way into 
the hearts of her Texas members, 
and her own reputation as a leader 
of ability in National circles of 
Delta Kappa Gamma. 


In Texas, her first step was to 
systematize the organization that 
had been done, and to make plans 
fer expansion within chapters that 
had been organized. Each chapter 
was assigned a definite territory 
and was informed as to its quota. 
Each was urged not to abide in 
satisfaction at what it had done, 
but to set new goals, both in or- 
ganization and in achieving the 
purposes of Delta Kappa Gamma. 
By a plan of regional meetings so 
arranged as to make at least one 
convenient each year for every 
chapter, she achieved greater unity 
among our members and aroused 
new enthusiasm for our work. 
Wherever there was need for stim- 
ulating the indifferent, for closing 
gaps in unorganized territory, Eula 
Lee, her car loaded with parapher- 
nalia, took to the Texas roads and 
brought help and inspiration. Her 
own enthusiasm and loyalty were 
contagious, her programs were 
beautiful and elevating, but also 
ful of the harmless fun that 
teachers need and enjoy. Soon 
“Eula Lee” was a friend to every 
Delta Kappa Gamma, and a leader 
to be followed. 

Probably among other notable 
achievements, her greatest was the 
completion of the first State Delta 
Kappa Gamma scholarship. From 
the beginning of her service, Eula 
Lee felt that one of our most im- 
portant services to education is 
that of providing scholarships to 
aid women teachers to do advanced 
study. She felt that the completion 
of even one scholarship would 
show us that such achievement is 
possible and would in the future 
quicken our interest in the work 
for scholarships. So in 1935-36 
she set up, as one of the goals for 
Texas work, the completion of our 
first scholarship. She put on a 
campaign to this end, so energetic 
and so stimulating, that even 
rather indifferent chapters and 
members soon caught her spirit, 
and this very difficult goal was 
won! Not only was the $6,000 for 


the foundation of the first scholar- 
ship completed, but there remained 
more than $600 towards the ac- 
cumulation of the next Texas schol- 
arship. And each woman who en- 
joys this first scholarship should 
remember whose work it was, 
though it is not called by her name. 

Often accepting territory that 
others had worked over without 
success, Eula Lee has organized 
eight Texas chapters in less than 
three years, and is still mourning 
that she has “accomplished so 
little.” 

This sketch should not be closed 
without a few words in apprecia- 
tion of Eula Lee Carter as a woman 
and a friend. She is a woman of 
the noblest character and highest 
ideals; unassuming and modest— 
in fact, her only fault is lack of 
appreciation of self; she is kind, - 
sympathetic with the woes of all, 
far-seeing, and with a keen intelli- 
gence; forgiving and charitable to 
all, and yet capable of righteous 
anger; and above all, a loyal and 
faithful friend, with limitless pow- 
ers of self-sacrifice. Is it any won- 
der that our members hold in ten- 
der love and admiration our “Texas 
Skipper,” Eula Lee Carter!

of changes made in revising the 
Constitution and By-Laws. It has 
also discontinued the mimeo- 
graphed materials entitled Sugges- 
tions to Membership Committees, 
Suggestions to State Founders and 
State Presidents, Summary of 
Rulings and Policies. The same in- 
formation is to be found in the 
new Handbook on Rulings, Policies, 
and Customs. Fifteen copies of 
this bulletin have been furnished 
free to each state and each chap- 
ter, for use of officers. Copies are 
sold to members at 15 cents per 
copy. 

State and chapter organizations 
which will need materials during 
the summer, are requested to order 
such materials before the first of 
June. The Executive Secretary, 
Annie Webb Blanton, will be in 
San Antonio, Texas, from the first 
week of June until the middle of 
July. Her address will be care of 
Our Lady of the Lake College, San 


Antonio, Texas. Emergency orders 
can be attended to during this pe- 
riod, if necessary, but she hopes to 
rest during this time, and to be re- 
lieved of any Delta Kappa Gamma 
duties. A little forethought in or- 
dering what may be needed will 
make this possible. 


At present, we are out of Key

In Memoriam

The news of the death of Mrs. 
Nell Griscom Gillard in Omaha, on 
February 10, brought a deep sense 
of loss to the members of the Ne- 
braska State organization. Mrs. 
Gillard had endeared herself to all 
the members by her devotion to the 
interests of Delta Kappa Gamma. 
Those of us who had worked more 
intimately with her on the Execu- 
tive Board loved and admired her 
for her charm and her winning 
manners, her charity in judging 
others, and the simple Christian 
faith with which she met some se- 
rious problems that had come into 
her life. We are glad to know that 
her family considered that her 
work in the organization was a 
help to her rather than a burden. 
We valued her as a friend, whom 
we counted on, knowing her better 
and better as we worked together. 

Though most simple and unas- 
suming, Mrs. Gillard was justly 
proud of her ancestry, she being 
descended on her father’s side from 
Betsy Ross, and on her mother’s 
side from William Bradford of the 
Mayflower Pilgrims. She received 
her musical education in Cadek 
Conservatory of Music, and in 
Syracuse University, New York.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE 
DELTA KAPPA GAMMA 
SOCIETY 


May 11, 1929, to June 10, 1933 


(Continued from the January 
Number.) 


In May, 1933, the Delta Kappa 
Gamma Society was four years old. 
Up to this time the National Con- 
vention had been held at the same 
place as the Texas State Conven- 
tion, immediately following the 
State Convention. Alabama and 
Oklahoma had, after their organi- 
zation, sent delegates to these con- 
ventions. The first convention was 
held at Austin, Texas, May 10, 
1930; the second, at Fort Worth, 
May 9, 1931; the third had been 
set for Waco, but as the expected 
hotel accommodations could not be 
secured, the place was changed to 
Austin. It was held on May 14, 
1932. In regard to the fourth con- 
vention, the National President, in 
a letter to the Executive Board, 
dated April 19, 1933, recommend- 
ed New Orleans as the convention 
city. In this choice, she was actu- 
ated by three motives: (1) Not to 
debar either Alabama or Oklaho- 
ma from having the presidency, as 
the Constitution forbade choosing 
the President from the State in 
which the convention was held; 
(2) to take the convention out of 
Texas in order to move further to- 
wards nationalism; (3) to make 
Delta Kappa Gamma better known 
in neighboring states and prepare 
the way for further organization. 
New Orleans was chosen as the 
convention city, the Roosevelt Ho- 
tel as headquarters, and the date 


was set for June 10. On the con-. 
vention program of this year the 
date appears as May 10; but this 


- Was a printer’s error, not caught 


in time. 

On May 27, the National Presi- 
dent formed at the Tiger Hotel, 
Columbia, the state organization 
of the fourth State, Missouri, with 
the following State Founders: 
Cassie Burk, Jefferson City; Bracy 
Cornett, Kirksville; Alice M. Cu- 
sack, Kansas City; Ella Victoria 
Dobbs, Columbia; Mrs. Mayme C. 
Hamilton, Springfield; Pauline A. 
Humphreys, Warrensburg; Minnie 
L. Irons, Columbia; Ella Moore 
(Detherage), Jefferson City ; Ethel 
E. Reed, Joplin; Genevieve Turk, 
Kansas City; Calla E. Varner, St. 
Joseph; Jennie Wahlert, St. Louis. 
The following were the first State 
officers: President, Jennie Wahi- 
ert; First Vice-President, Cassie 
Burk; Second Vice-President, Gen- 
evieve Turk; Corresponding Secre- 
tary, Pauline A. Humphreys; Re- 
cording Secretary, Bracy Cornett; 
Treasurer, Ethel E. Reed; Parlia- 
mentarian, Ella Victoria Dobbs;

Hardly had the President re- 
turned, happy over this new child 
of Delta Kappa Gamma, when the 
National Convention was at hand. 
She thus describes, with some 
amusement now, her feelings in 
this situation: 

“Texas had had a big conven- 
tion in Dallas, the middle of May. 
True to form, but few of our mem- 
bers, though earnestly implored to 
inform me as to whether they could 
be present in New Orleans, had 
made any reply. Mamie Bastian 
had promised to come, even if she 
and I had to hold the National 
Convention alone. Cora Martin 
had agreed to take charge of the 
Birthday Luncheon, but could not 
arrive until the tenth. Norma 
Smith had promised to be present. 
So I started for New Orleans with 
dire forebodings, and when Mamie 
did not meet me on my train when 
I reached Houston, I went to bed 
and wept. As we had no members, 
and but few pledges in Louisiana, 
it was necessary for a number of 
us to go on ahead and make prepa- 
rations, and now I feared that the 
plans would be in vain, for if 
Mamie failed me, upon whom could 
I depend!
